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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . New corrected drawings are required in this application because figures are of 
poor print quality (fig. 2), and figures with letters (fig. 3, 4). Applicant is advised to 
employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. 
Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1 , 7, and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Ecks (U.S. 2,433,548). Referring to claim 1, Ecks discloses a flexible sheet (10) having 
two ends, for supporting the user, actuation means (col. 2, lines 38-54) for bending the 
flexible sheet wherein the actuation means is connected to at least one end of the 
flexible sheet (at (15)), and a frame (30) wherein the actuation means is mounted to the 
frame. 

4. Referring to claim 7, Ecks discloses the device further comprising a pivotal 
support having a first end and a second end, wherein the first end is pivotally connected 
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to the flexible sheet, and wherein the second is pivotally connected to the frame 
(indirectly via actuation means). 

5. Referring to claim 8, Ecks discloses the device further comprising a pivotal 
support having a first end and a second end, wherein the first end is pivotally connected 
to the flexible sheet and wherein the second end is pivotally connected to the actuation 
means. 



6. Claims 2-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
